Crisis-mongering has b ecome a fuU*time oc­ 
cupation in the United States. Its practitioners 
have the same vested interest in the national jit­ 
ters as the pschiatrists. All they need to make, a 
success of themselves is a couch for the patient 
to lie on while he describ e his economic fears.* 
Then they add a few of their 
own for 
good 
measure and everyb ody lives 
unhappily ever 
after. 
It takes a large measure of self-discipline to 
heaiize that the United States has survived one 
‘« crisis’* after another from the b eginning of its 
history. Most of them, moreover, were the real 
thing, which is more than can b e said ab out the 
kind of crisis expected to accompany the postwar 
b usiness readjustment of the United States. 
If postwar inflation Was a crisis—and that’s 
what it was called—and if the deflation which has 
removed the threat of inflation is crisis too—then 
there has come to b e a perpetual crisis. In the 
graphs which picture what happens to economic 
conditions over a passage of time, there is no evi­ 
dence that conditions ever remain static.

Natural Rant Control 
An Amerkan municipal association survey 
shows that ^ cities have suspended rent control 
b y municipal action. The fedm ! housing ex­ 
pediter has lifted controls in 166 other localities. 
In addition, 56 other cities intend to hold decontrol 
hearings soon. In Texas, a state law to decontrol 
rent goes into effect Oct. 19. Neb raska also has 
passed a state decontrol law, sub ject to its gover­ 
nor's notice of intent to enforce the law, which 
must b e done b efore Nov. 15. In Wisconsin, a b ill 
replacing federal control with a state system 
IS awaiting the govemor’i signature; it would end 
all controls b y next June 1. Alab ama and Nevada 
also have statewide decontrol laws awaiting ac­ 
tion b y their governors. 
Though the great majority of urb an residents 
still are sub ject to rent control, the rent-control 
issue is taking a new form. Natural rent control 
IS rcasaertmg itself as one of the coniWKjiiences 
of the receeaion. This will b e slow, and it may b e 
made even slower b y the recent U. S. district 
court decision In Chicago that the 1949 Rent Con­ 
tro l Act is unconstitutional. 
But a.«; inflation 
dwindles in force, the threat of runaway rents 
is dwindling with it. Unless the United States 
intends to make artificial rent control a perma­ 
nent policy—and no one ha* 
proposed that -it 
evcniuaUy must ab aiKloD it as a temporary policy. 
Politics b eing what it is. the decision will b e hard 
to make. There are more tenants who vote than 
propertv owners But when tenants feel that their 
b argaining power has b eei' rsalored b y a surplus 
of housing* they will b e willing to take their own 
chances of gettuui the i^iact they want at a price 
they can aWord to pay.

He explains that the only pos­ 
sible way anyone can make a 
small profit is by betting on an 
occasional favorite to show—that 
is, to finish third or better. This 
is the system made famous by 
¡“Chicago” O’Brien. 
Most bookies 
won't 
accept 
show bets because, they say they 
tend to lose money on such wag 
ers. The payoff on a show bet on 
a favorite who wins is compar­ 
atively small—often only 10 per 
cent above the amount wagered; 
a $2 ticket, for example, 
wins 
only 20 cents. • 
My 
investigations have con­ 
vinced me you can’t even win by 
playing favorites to show over an 
extended period of time. 
You 
won’t lose much, but you wiU 
lose! 
It’s generally overlooked that 
you can’t beat the races legally 
or illegally, because your win­ 
nings — if any—are 
watered 
I down considerably by all sorts 
of “deductions.” 
The total de­ 
duction — for State 
taxes and 
the track operators — is never 
less than 10 per cent and often 
goes as high as 15 per cent. 
The money to be returned to 
the winning bettors is reduced 
also 
by 
“breakage" ~ money 
which represents the difference 
between 
the 
mathematically 
computed payoff price and the 
rounded-off figure posted on the 


trials. This isn’t possible with 
horse racing, since each race has 
a „different set of conditions or 
factors. 
There is a surprisingly large 
number of people who have de­ 
veloped what they consider per­ 
fect systems for beating the race« 
—but I have yet to find one that 
is infallible. 
Especially preposterous are the 
hundreds of betting systems » old 
to the gambling public through 
deceptive advertising. 
The people who promote such 
systems know they are 
worth­ 
less. If they believed otherwise, 
they certainly wouldn’t sell their 
knowledge. 
Other Systems 
Here arc a few of the more 
widely touted systems: 
1. Betting on the favorite to 
win is a system offering high 
percentage of winners — some­ 
where between 30 and 40 per 
cent. However, the average re ­ 
turn on a successful favorite »s 
less than $5 for a $2 wager. Even 
at a continued payoff of $5 for 
$2, you would have to score in 
40 per cent of the races to come 
out ahead over a period of time. 
2. Betting on the jockey rath­ 
er than the horse is popular be­ 
cause some of the better riders 
win from 20 to 25 per cent of 
their races. But at the rate of 20 
per cent winners, the 
payoff 
price would have to average $10 
to let you break even. Horses rid ­ 
den by the better jockeys—Ed­ 
die Arcaro, Ted Atkinson, Bobby 
Permane, 
Johnny 
Longden— 
rarely pay that much when they 
win 
3. Betting on horses that have 
won half their races is a fallac­ 
ious system. There are not many 
such horses and when they race 
and win, the payoff price aver­ 
ages less than $4—the dividing 
line between winning and losing 
money on this system. 
4. Betting on horses that have 
won a third of their races isn’t 
very fruitful either, since the 
payoff averages less than $6— 
the line of demarcation between 
profit and loss. 
5. Betting on horses that have 
won a third of their races and 
have been “in the money” in 
half their races doesn’t get very 
far. An eight-week study of this 
system showed that several high- 
priced winners 
were 
Included 
among the low-priced winners, 
but the final result wos a loss of 
$108 on $2 wagers. This system is 
futile because the average pay­ 
off price is less than $5. 
6. Betting on a horse that won 
the previous time it ran is a sys­ 
tem that inevitably fails because 
few horses repeat their success. 


Inconsistency among most horses 
causes a large 
percentage 
of 
losses. 
7, Betting on the selections of 
certain newspaper handicappers 
is doomed because the 
latter 
rarely pick more than 30 per cent 
of the winners. It has been shown 
that the losses for the year on a 
$2 flat bet for each handicapper 
often go above $1000. 
And now for the touting rack­ 
et. Touts use varied techniques 
for luring the gullible—newspa­ 
per advertisements, letters, tel­ 
ephone calls, telegrams, etc. 
Inside Info rmatio n 
Some contend they know that 
this or that race is fixed. Some 
say they have knowledge of a 
scheme 
to 
dope a particular 
horse to make him run faster. 
Some 
say they have ‘inside” 
information from a trainer 
or 
stable hand. 
A typical tout convinces eight 
different people in eight differ­ 
ent places that he knows that a 
certain 
race 
involving 
eight 
horses is* fixed. Contacting each 
player separately, he tells 
the 
first to bet on horse No. 1, the 
second to bet on horse No. 2, 
etc. 
He collects in advance a fee of 
$10 from 
each player 
or he 
makes an arrangement where­ 
by he gets 25 or 50 per cent of 
the winnings of a $100 wager. 
Although touting is illegal, it 
has almost come to be accepted 
as a normal part of racing prac­ 
tice. 
Some turf writers who know 
racing have published 
accurate 
information and some common- 
sense rules about 
horses and 
horse playing, but let 
me em­ 
phasize that no system of betting 
on horses will show a profit over 
a considerable period of time. 
Attention should be given to 
daily-double bets 
(wagers 
on 
which horses will win both the 


first and second races). These in­ 
variably result in losses. 
The highest daily double pay­ 
off was $10,772,40 for $2 at Wash­ 
ington Park, Chicago, on Aug. 14, 
1939. However, on Nov. 12, 1948, 
the double at Bowie paid only 
$7.80 for $2. The all-time double 
low is believed to have been the 
$8.90 paid on a $2 ticket at Stam­ 
ford Park on Aug. 28, 1940. 
Reco rd Pay o ff 
The world’s record payoff on 
a single winning horse was 3409 
to 1, paid by Cooley at Haddock 
Park, England, jit Dec. 5, 1929. 
The wife of a Liverpool physi­ 
cian collected $1705 on 
a 50-cent 
wager. 
The highest American price 
paid on a winner was at Latonia, 
Ky., on June 17, 
1912, 
when 
Wishing Ring returned $1885.50 
for $2. 
Probably the shortest odds on 
record are 1 to 100, offered three 
times against Man o’ War. 
He 
won all three races. 
Low odds of this kind are not 
possible 
today 
because r a c e 
tracks are required by law to 
return at .» east 5 or 10 per cent 
on wagers, even if the track must 
pay out of its own pocket. 
Such an occurrence is called a 
“minus pool” and happens when 
there is heavy wagering on one 
horse. Citation has caused a num­ 
ber of minus pools in recent 
years. 
Even so, the odds against con­ 
sistent winning of wagers 
are 
enormous. You can’t win if wag­ 
ering is pursued as a steady diet. 
In fact, Elbert Hubbard once 
said. “The only man who makes 
money following the races is the 
one who does so with a broom 
and shovel.”

-SYDNEY, Australia, Aug. 3 — 
(A P )—Blaming Australia’s Com­ 
munists for the coal strike that 
has crippled her industry, the 
Labor government has pledged to 
wipe out Communism in the com­ 
monwealth. 
As the countrywide strike of 
24,000 miners entered its 
sixth 
week, the government prepared 
to smash the walkout by using 
troops to work open pits. 
Troops are standing by, ready 
to start digging at a signal from 
the federal capital at Canberra. 
Officers claim they can beat reg­ 
ular production records within a 
week. 
Information Minister Arthtur 
Caldwell told a labor rally yes­ 
terday, “ Communism is on the 
way out here.” 
“ We will use the army against 
them, the Navy against them, the 
air force against them.” 
He said the strikes would be 
smashed and the government then 
would 
move 
to 
exterminate 
“ Communist ratbags.” 
The Communist party is a tiny 
political force in Australia and 
has not seats in the federal pai- 
liament, but it is influential in 
trade unions. Caldwell said a po­
